Narrow Escape from Death. 


Orr Sept. 3, 1902,, the President had a 
narrow escape from death in a trolley 
accident near Fitchburg, Mass. A Se- 
cret Service man accompanying him 
was killed, and Mr. Roasevelt received 
a@ severe wound in the leg; which caused 
him to abandon the swing aroung the 
circle He had contemplated. He took 
it later, however, beginning on April 1,

‘Whether a Russian incursion is im- 
minent or not, reports of the danger 
tend against any changes which the 
German Bolsheviki may have of oust- 
ing Premier Ebert. 

The,German Army now numbers bé- 
tween. 1,000,000 and 1,250,000 mien, 
according to the best information 
available. If the attitude of the 
Rhineland is any criterion for. the rest: 
of: Germany, the nation will turn to 
Hindenburg quickly in case of the 
danger of invasion. 

At present the Bolsheviki are fight- 
ing the Poles and Germans. The Ger- 
mans are fighting the Bolsheviki and 
the Poles and are technically at war 
with the Allies, while British, Amer- 
ican, and French troops are also fight- 
ing the Bolsheviki. This ragged 
of the war will probably be one of 
first considerations in: the allied peace 
préliminaries.

THE Y. M. C. A. IN FRANCE. 

Home-returning soldiers are inglined | - 
to find fault ‘with the work of the 
Y. M. C. A. in France, and no doubt 
there has been mismanagement. How- 
ever, it is not fair to indict and con- 
demn this useful institution, which 
does so much good at home, because 
it has made mistakes in the field, par- 
ticularly when some of those mistakes, 
which perhaps gave the most offense, 
were made by the subordinates who 
proved to be ill-fitted to perform their 
duties when in contact with: the sol- 
dier. To find suitable agents for the} 
work in France was at, all times a dif-| 
ficult matter; undoubtedly the wrong 
men were sometimes accepted, -even 
when they showed excellent creden- 
tials. .° 

The operation of the canteens, which 
the X. M. C. A. took ower from the 
army with the best intentions, seems 
to have proved unsatisfactory to the 
soldiers, not only because they ex- 
pected lower prices than were charged, 
but because they had to deal, not in- 
frequently, with ‘‘ secretaries’ and 
subordinates who were tactless or 
patronizing. That unnecessarily: high 
prices were asked for creature com- 
forts in some places and at some times 
seems to have been established. This 
may have been due to bad business 
methods or to lack of enterprise in 
overcoming transportation difficulties. 

One of the great mistakes the Y. M. 
Cc. A. made was in . assuming. re- 
sponsibility for conducting canteens, 
since it was not its. general policy to 
furnish anything free. But did it 
charge too much for what was sold, 
after paying overhead and emergency 
expenses? Soldiers say it did, but the 
Y. M. C..A. overseas must be heard in 
its own defense—it should haye fair 
play. The obstacles to transporting its 
supplies on trains and on. motors, and 
over roads congested with ‘* rush ’’. 
orders, were always great. Moreover, 


rit may be supposed that the men em- 


ployed were not always experienced or 
resourceful. There must have been a 
good deal of confusion, no little blun- 
dering. Freight charges for goods 
billed to the other side, rents in 
‘France,-and salariés and wages paid 
to employés made a big hole in the 
X. M. C.:A. fund raised by contri-

of $73,400,000,000. And, yet therd 
were decreases, as in the building in- 
dustry; for example, se thatthe de- 
parture from an average is as marvel- 
ously small as the totals are great. 
The: simple and sufficient explanation 
is that the alteration in prices and 
activities was greater than the altera- 
tion ‘in the total production of goods 
and services. In that history there is 
prophecy that the average production 
‘of goods and services will vary less in 
near years ‘to come than prices will 
alter. Prices rose because tax money 
was spent to buy goods and services 
away from civilians for military use. 
That will be réversed. The spending 
of tax money will stop and civilians 
will find that less money will buy. more 
satisfaction of wants. There is iden- 
tity of principle between the experi- 
ence of the individual with his pay 
envelope and of the nation with its 
total income.

RUSSIAN TRADE, 


Germany’s: Advantage In Furnish- 
ing Long-Time Credits. 


To the Rditor of The New York Times: 
Professor Goldstein, in hig very in- 
structive article on’ American trade op- 
portunities in Russia, which appeared 
in. your paper last Sunday, has ‘ably 
‘Presented ‘the Russian side of the prob- 
lem. There is, however, an. American 
side. to it ‘which explains why Ameri- 
can exporters have made so little head- 
way in Russia; I became interested in 
this subject thirteen years ago, imme- 
diately after the proclamation of the 
Russian Constitution of Oct. 30, -1905. 
A comparative study of American of- 
ficial statistics of exports and Russian 
official statistics of imports revealed 
to’ me the fact that one-half’ of tthe 
American cotton consumed in Russian 
factories ‘was exported from the United 
States to’ Germany and re-exported by 
German firms to Russia. About» that 
time direct steamship communication 
had just been established between the 
United States and Russia by way of the 
Baltic and the Black Sea, and it ap- 
peared reasonable. that the elimination 
of the German middleman by the es- 
tablishment of direct. trade relations 
between American cotton producers 
and Russian cotton manufacturers must 
prove advantageous to both parties. I 
discussed this subject with Mr. Dan- 


‘lel W. Roper, who -was at that time 


in charge of cotton statistics collected 
by the Bureau of the Census. He be- 
came interested in ‘this question and 
made unofficial inquiries among the 
leading cotton exporters, who | fur 
nished him the key to the puzzle. 

It ‘appeared that the leading Rus- 
sian cotton manufacturers. had ~ their 


own purchasing agents in the United H 


States, who shipped the cotton directly 
to Russia. On the other hand, ‘the 
smaller Russian manufacturers de- 
Tanded long term credits, which the 
American exporters were unwilling to 
grant. Here the German broker stepped 
in. He bought the American cotton on 
ninety days’ credit and sold it to the 
Russian manufacturer on six months’ 
notes,. the German banks financing the 
operation.* . 

It is this lack of credit facilities that 
accounts for the seemingly inexplicable 
fact that “ undyed skins of opossum 
and kangaroo’ (No. 218 of Professor 
Goldstein’s diagrams) were nearly all 


-exported to Russia from Germany, al- 


though no kangaroos have ever been 
seen in German forests. This is not a 
specifically .Russian problem. It ‘like- 
wise applies to the South American 
trade. In order that American manu- 
facturers may successfilly compete 
with their European rivals in foreign 
markets, the American banking system 
must adapt itself to the requirements 
of foreign trade.

FLIERS CROSS CONTINENT. 


Army Men Reach Washington in. 
Fifty.. Hours Elapsed Time. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The four’ 
army airplanes which left San Diego, 
Cal., Dee. 4, on the first trans-conti- 
hental flight ever urdertaken, landed 
this afternoon at Bolling’ Field, near 
Washington. Major Albert Smith conti- 
manded the squadron. 

The ‘elapsed flying time for the whole 
trip was fifty hours, the distance cov- 
ered being estimated at between 3,600 
and 4,000 miles.
